A PROCLAMATION. 
For Collecting and Levying the Arrears of HE ART H-M O NE V. 
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Hereas His Majeſty having been Jnfo2med, that the Revenue of Hearth-money 
was grievous to the People, was Pleaſed by His Gzacious Meſſage ſent to the 
Commons Aſlembled in this pzeſent Parliament, to ſignifie His Pleaſure, either 
to Agree to a Regulation of it, oz the taking it wholly away, as ſhould be 
thought molt convenient by the ſaid Commons: UWhereupon the ſaid Com- 
mons being filled with a moſt humble and grateful Senſe of His Majeſties 
unparallelledGzace and Favour to his People, not only by reſtozing their Rights 
and Liberties Which had been Invaded contrary to Law, but in deſiring to 
make them Happy and at Tale, by taking away ſuch Burthens as by Law 
were fixed upon them (by which His Majeſty would crect a laſting Monument 
of His Goodneſs in every Houſe in the Kingdom) vid moſt humbly beſeech His 

| | Majeſty, that the {aid Revenue of wearth⸗money might be Wholly taken away 
aud aboliſhed foꝛ the future; And thereupon it was Enaceed in and by one Ac made in this pꝛelent Par⸗ 

liament, Entituied, | An Act for the taking away the Revenue ariſing by llearth- money] That the ſeveral Acts of 
arliament koz the Eſtabliſhing, Ordering and Collecting the laid Neven ue, and every the Clauſes and 
rticles in the ſaid ſeveral Acts contained, ſhould be wholly Repealed and made void, with a Pꝛoviſo, That 
nothing in the ſaid Act contained, choauld be taken oz conſtrued to hinder oz pꝛejudice the Collecting, Levy- 
ing, Anſlweriig oꝛ Paying the {aid Revenue Which ſhould grow due on the Five and twentie f March 
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were then due and payable by the ſaid foꝛmer Acts; But that all the Powers and Articles in the ſaid foz- 
mer Acts relating to the Collea ing and Levying ok the ſaid Duty, and the Arrears thereof, ſhould continue 
and remain in fozce fo2 the Collecting, Levying, and Recovering of the ſa:d Iuty of Hearth-money lo grow⸗ 
ing due on the ſaid Twenty ffth day of March One thouſand ſir hundꝛed eighcy nine, and all Arrears of the 
ſaid Duty, as if the ſaid Act had not been made. Nevertheleſs, ſore Jll⸗adviled Perſons do raiſe and 
revive ſcveral Mueſtions and Diſputes concerning the Payment of the ſaid Revenue and the Arrears there= 
of now due, With intent to obſtruct and hinder the Anſwering and Paying of the ſaid Arrears, albeit the 
ſaid entire Revenue is foꝛ the future by Their Majeſties Gzace Wholly remitted and taken away foz ever; 
And albeit the ſaid Queſtions and Diſputes are contrary to Acts of Parliament made concerning the ſaid 
Duty. Wherefoze to the intent no Perſons may pzetend Jgnozance in the Pꝛemiſles, and for the moze 
ſpeedy and eaſie Collecting and Anlwering the Duty and Arrears due as afozeſaid, and pzeventing Di⸗ 
ſputes about the ſame, Their Majeſties have thought fit to Charge and Regiire, and bythe Advice of Their 
P2ivy Council, do hereby Charge, Require and Command all and every Their Subjects whom it may con= 
cern, That they readily, and without Diſpute, pay all and ſingular the Arrears of the ſaid Duty, in pur⸗ 
 ſnance of the ſaid Acts, and that all Juſtices of the Peace pꝛoceed in the Hearing and Determining of all 
Matters relating to the ſame as by Law they ought ; And that they, and all Sheriffs, Mapoꝛs, Bailiffs, 
Conſtables, Þeadbozoughs, and all other Officers whatſoever, be Aiding and Aſſiſting in the Collecting, Re- 
ceiving and Levying the ſame accozdingly ; And hereok they, each and every of them, are not to fail in an 


wiſe, as they will anſwer the ſame at their Peril. |
